SPRINGFIELD, III., June 3.--An extraordi- 
nary scene of wild confusion and excitement 
was witnessed in the lower house of the gen- 
eral assembly this afternoon when the world’s 
fair bill, wihch as passed by the senate appro- 
priated $1,000,000 for the Illinois exhibit, was 
acted upon.

THE SHAFT ERECTED 


IN HONOK OF MISSISSIPPI’S VET- 
ERANS. 


History of the Movement for the Erection of 
the Monument, and the Success 
of the Day. 


JACKSON, Miss., June 3.—[ Special. With 
the going down of today’s sun was recorded 
the greatest day in Jackson's history. 

Almost hourly last night special trains from 
all points of the country arrived, bearing old 
soldiers, young soldiers and women and chil- 
dren, beat on seeing the unveiling of the shalt 
which is to stand foreverin the sight of those 
visiting Mississippi’s capital, as a remen- 
brance of the valor of the state’s confederate 


dead. 
THE CROWDS COME IN. 

Before the sun was up the streets were a 
large crowd of humanity. The old vets were 
full of enthusiasm, and cheer after cheer filled 
the air as they caught sight of one of 
their distinguished leaders. When 
General ordon and Governor 
Stone appeared at the city hall, the 
head of the line of march, both of 
them were seized and borne aloft 
— the shoulders of as many

dation twenty-four feet square and two feet 
and eight inches thick.

It 
was originally intended to have each of these 
blocks re one of the seventy-four 
counties of the state (the number in the state 
t that time), with the name of the county 
chiseled thereon and number of soldiers it 
furnished the confederacy. This, however, 
for the present has been abandoned, and the 
blocks are perfectly plain. On the north and 
south sides of the die there is an inscription 
on raised marble, extending two-thirds across 
the monument, containing these words: To 
the Confederate Dead of Mississippi.“ On the 
west and east sides are the doorways, about 
seven feet high and two feet eight inches in 
width. They are ornamented by beautiful 
and heavily-moulded door jams, extending 
around the sides and tops of the openings and 
resting upon ornamental scroll buttresses. 

Curving to the outside and se- 

curely fastenedto the door jams 

are heavy vault doors, of malle- 

able galvanized iron. The pat- 

tern ofthis is composed of scroll 

and flower work.

' GENERAL WALTHALL’S SPEECH. 

General Walthall’s oration was intently lis- 
tened to and wildly cheered. 

In speaking of the causes which led to the 
war, he said: 

But we did not go to war for slavery, though 
slavery was interwoven with the causes, and in- 
tensified the bitterness ot the war, and the fate of 
Slavery was forever settled by the result. We 
were not precipitated into it by -reckless public 
men, who had not counted the cost, for the great 
leaders, and notably Mr. Davis, were slower in the 
movement than the masses of the southern people. 
We did not take up arms because we were dissat- 
is ned with our form of government, for we valued 
that then as we value it now; and we so loved the 
constitution for the safeguards of libe which we 

ad in it, that we fashioned our confederate con- 
stitution after it asa model, We loved the flag, 
too, with its stars telling of co-equal states in a 
common union, so long aa it floated above us with 
that symbolism. Happily it now floats over us 
again, as the full equals of all who live under its 

rotection. The war, with us, did not originate 
n ambition, nor did we fight for spoils, for con- 
quest orforfame. With usit was no war of in- 
vasion or of retaliation or of revenge. It was not 
to build up some great leader’s fortunes, nor to 
elevate some popular favorite to place or power. 
We went to war for none of these; bat it was to 
save the constitution,“ as we read it, and to save 
ourselves, and to preserve our cherished form of 
government. We resisted those perversions which 
we believed would destroy that constitution and 
us, and subvert that form of government: 

He urged the preservation of southern senti- 
ment thus: 

But all this can be better done if we keep alive 
and foster, for our guidance and support, those 
distinctive southern sentiments and characteris- 
tic qualities which have been the strength of our 
people and on which, not only their prosperity 
and progress, but, in view of their liar sur- 
roundings, their safety also must depend. For 
some fancied advantage, of an utilitarian kind, 
let us be slow to give up something worth more to 
us, even in matters purely practical, than all that 
is promised in return. Let us not profanely turn 
our backs upon the old south 
with its traditions and examples and hal- 
lowed memories; let us never stifle the sen- 
timent which has animated its sons and daughters 
and sink it into mere fhnty practicality on the 
faise idea that the virtues which make our people 
what they are, are incompatible with true progress 
and improvement. It does not ue that we do 
not live in the present, and look hopefully to the 


future, that we cling to the memories of the 8.

While the memory of Mississippians of their 
confederate dead has never slumbered, as evi- 
denced by the erevtion in various counties, 
notably at Woodville and Liberty, of monu- 
ments to commemorate the deeds of valor of 
their fallen sons in the lost cause, still the idea 
often suggested of erecting a monument on the 
capitol. grounds at the capital of the state,

An 
immense throng—the number was variously 
estimated at from 25,000 to 30,000 persons—par- 
ticipated in the function. The pretty little 
city was literally swathed in bunting. The

The vast gathering gazed upon the life-like 
features of the dead soldier and president for 
a moment as if spellbound, and then, led by 
the old veterans of the Thirty-sixth Illinois, 
three hearty cheers and a tiger were given for 
Mr. Kohlsaat. 

Ex-Governor Heard, of Wisconsin, was in- 
troduced by R. H. McCleunan, chairman of 
the board of park commissioners, and in be- 
half of Mr. Kohlsaat formally presented the 
statue to the city of Galena. 

A brief address of acceptance on behalf of 
the city was made by Mr.McClennan. After 
the band had rendered America, Chauncey 
Depew wasintroduced as orator of the day 
and enthusiastically greeted. 

The bronze statue dedicated today, stands 
on a solid base of three tiersof Quincy gray 
granite with a pedestal (of beautifully carved 
and polished red granite from the quarries of 
Maine. On the front surface is the simple in- 
scription in plain, large letters: Grant, Our 
Citizen.“ 

The statute is heroic in size and represents 
General Grant in citizen's dress, standing as 
it in reflection.

The Macon Melon Exchange Endorsed as 
the Agent of the Growers—Every- . 
thing Ready for the Crop. 


Arnaxr, Ga., June 3.—[Special.]—The 
melon grower’s convention, which met in this 
city today, was largely attended. The conven- 
tion Was called to order at 11:15 a. m., by 
President George R. McKee, and the minutes 
of the last meeting were read and confirmed. 

President McRee stated that the object of the 
market committee appointed at the last meet- 
ing was to select a list of commission houses, 
but, since the last convention, the Macon pro- 
duce exchange had grown rapidly in favor,and 
he believed it would save time by entering at 
once upon a consideration of their plans and 
purposes, which might result in an endorse- 
ment of the exchange. | 

THE EXCHANGE ENDORSED. . 

On motion of Mr. W. M. Spence, 
Mr. O. M. Hanser, president of the 
Macon produce exchange, was asked 
to appear before the convention, whibh 
he did, entering upon an exhaustive ex- 
planation of asystem by which the exchange 
proposed to operate. He claimed to have cor- 
respondents in the markets of the east and 
west, who stated their ability to handle to ad- 
vantage over 400 cars of melons per day, and 
that the success of the industry depended 
wholly upon proper distribution. 

After considerable discussion, a list of the 
houses selected by the exchange to handle 
their melons in the various markets was read. 

On motion, which was fully discussed, the 
association endorsed the exchange, and pledged 
to make its consignments through it, it being 
fully understood that all were left to exercise, 
unrestricted, their right to sell on the track. 

THE MAKING OF CONTRACTS. 

Mr. Gerideau moved that the Macon ex- 
change be required to take contracts, binding 
the growers to carry out the obligation 
imposed by the motion to endorse and ship 
through it, which motion prevailed. 

The exchange was requested to issue in 
pamphlet form a list of their commission 
houses, and put them in the hands of the 
growers at as early a} date as practicable. 

President McRee stated that the experience 
of last season demonstrated that those shippers 
who had wagon scales, and furnished sworn 
weights with application for shipment, ex- 
perienced no vexation or trouble over excess 
freight charges, and he strongly recommended 
that they be putin at every shipping point. 
No further business, the convention adjourned 
sine die.

100,000 of bonds and gave a second mortgage 
tosecure them. In 1873 the road defaulted in 
both sets of bonds, and the governor thereupon 
seized and sold the road without obtaining 
any judgment ofthe court. The governor 
bought the road for the state at a sale in 1878. 
In 1879 the legislature passed an act for the 
sale of the road, and it was bought by J. M. 
Cooper, of Glynn county, and George H. 
Hazlehurst and William B. Johnston, of 
Bibb county, and others. The 
organized as the new Macon and Brunswic 
Railway Company and sold out to the Cincin- 
nati Southern, which afterward sold out to the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad, 
which itself was afterward sold out under the 
decree of the United States court in Tennessee. 
The property was bought at the sale by New 
York parties, who were afterward chartered 
as the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad, which is the present company owning 
the road. 

The second mortgage bondholders, through 
their counsel, Mr. Norwood, filed a bill in the 
United States court in Savannahin 1886 to 
foreclose their mortgage. The principal ques- 
tion of law involved in the case is as co : 
power of the legislature to confer upon the 
governor, orthe executive department of the 
state, authority to seize and sell the property 
without any judicial process. 

This is the first time the case has come u 
for trial. The old Macon and Brunswick ro 
is the present division of the East Tennessee, 
— and Georgia from Macon to Bruns- 
wick.

“FEMALE EVANGELISTS.” 


What Dr. E. W. Warren Says On the Inter- 
esting Subject. 


Macon, Ga., June 3.—[Special.]—Referring 
to the subject of female evangelists, which is 
now a so much discussion in Georgia, 
Rev. E. W. Warren, pastor of the Macon First 
Baptist church, says: 

It is a mistake that ‘a decided difference of 
opinion prevails’ among southern Baptists on 
the subject of female evangelists. Doubtless 
there are a few persons among us who are 
highly esteemed for their intelligence and 
piety who favor them, but there is no dis- 
turbance among us on the subject, nor is there 
likely to be. e bow to the instruction of 
Paul, I Tim, u, 11, 2, as the inspired word 
of God: ‘Let the women learn in silence, 
with all subjection. I suffer not a woman to 
teach; alsoI Cor., x1v, 34, 35. Let your 
women keep silence in the churches * ® * # 
for itis ashame for women to speak in the 
church.’ 

„It is also a mistake that ‘the southern Bap- 
tist convention alone can fix officially and 
finally the position ef the church.’ 

“The southern Baptist convention has no 
jurisdiction. It is not in any sense a court of 
appeals. It is only a voluntary body, com- 
posed of delegates who ars to take counsel to- 
gether on the subject of missions, education, 
etc. It has no power to bind the weakest 
church in the land by any deliverancé it may 
make on any subject. 

„Tach church is a sovereign body, possess- 
ing all the rights of self-government according 
to the law of Christ, and from its decisions 
there is no appeal—inasmuch as no ecclesiasti- 
cal power is vested by the head of the church 
anywhere else. Any church can accept or re- 
ject a female evangelist without the slightest 
apprehension of being arrainged by any asso- 
ciation or convention of our denomination.”’

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The Coroner Has Held Seven Inquests Since 


the 13th of February—The Citizens to 
Form a Law and Order League. 


Vienna, Ga., June 3.—[Special.]—Some- 
thing must be done to stop the lawlessness in 
this county. Toshow what has been done in 
this line we give the record of inquests held in 
the county since January Ist last. None of 
these deaths were caused by accidents, but they 
were straightout murders. 

The first was held on February 13th over the 
body of William Vick, a negro who was found 
dead. The evidence was that he came to his 
death from 4 gunshot wound, in the hands of 
some unknown party. The next was over the 
body of John Brown, a small white boy who 
was maliciously shot by a negro eighteen years 
old. Then on April 20th, Elias Sapold was 
killed by his companion who has never been 
heard of since. May 3d, was the date when the 
coroner’s services were required in inquiring 
into the death of Hampton Howard. Follow- 
ing soon after, on May llth, Abram West- 
brook was killed by Roselle Edwards. May 
17th Lawrence Wallace was killed at Dakota, 
and Coroner Ammons was needed again. On 
May 26th Joe Brown was shot and killed by 
Giles Litsey, near Pinehurst. 

There has been no 1 upheaval, no 
riot, no particular disturbing element, noth- 
ing that would cause the shedding of blood 
more than ou us wickedness. And yet 
seven human lives have been dashed into 
eternity, and the bloodstains of seven victims 
stamp the perpetrators of these crimes as mur- 
derers. Outof the seven inquests held this 
year four have been during the month of May. 
A murder every week! 

This is a bloody record for a county, and the 
citizens are determined to put an end to it. 
The Vienna Progress says: 

Something must be done; the lines must be 
drawn up somewhere; the ropes tightened. 
These murders have been done promiscuously over 
the county. No special community or circum- 
stance is responsible for this. This is a bad record 
for our county,and some of our people will be loath 
to believe it, but facts cannot be disputed. : 

There is talk of forming a law and order 
league—or vigilance committee. The law- 
abiding citizens of the county are determined 
to take the law into their own hands and make 
= example of some one, if nothing else will

HAD PASSED FOR WHITE.- 


An Alabama Negro Murderer Caught in 
Georgia. 

Cotumsus, Ga., June 3.—[{Special.]}—This 
afternoon Sheriff Ragland, of Russell county, 
captured William Payne, colored, who is 
wanted for a murder committed in Girard last 
winter. At that time there wasa big negro 
ball given in Girard, and a difficulty arose 
among the participants. Payne was promi- 
nent in the trouble, and, drawing his pistol, 
deliberately shot one of the men dead. He 
escaped, and nothing more was heard of him 
until Monday last, when he was arrested for 
disorderly conduct and drunkenness here, and 
was sentenced to thirty days in the chaingang. 
Payne is nearly white, and had passed himself 
off as a white man here, and had actually ac- 
companied a young lady to church. He is small 
and well dressed, and in some way managed to 
get acquainted with some white people. Sheriff 
Ragland saw in the Enquirer-Sun mention of 
the arrest and sentence, and at once suspected 
that he was the fellow wanted. He came 
here, and taking with him Charles Fields, 
who was present at the ball, and had seen the 
shooting, proceeded to the place where the 
chaingang was working. Fields at once iden- 
tified Payne as the murderer, and the sheriff, 
who had the requisite papers, immediately 
took him in custody, and will leave on the 
early train in the morning with him for 
Seale.

The Southward Tide. 


Tux ConsTITUTION has had a great deal 
to say of the conditions which would turn 
east-bound traffic to southern ports, and 
much matter has been presented in these 
columns to show this inevitable tendency of 
commerce. The event justifies all we have 
said. News comes from Boston that New 
England is elated over the opening of two 
great southern routes from the west. The 
Boston Herald announces cut rates made on 
freight from St. Louis to New York and 
Boston by way of Newport News and Sa- 
vannah, and comments on the new departure 
in this significant way: 

These inroads of the southern railroads into the 
western trade are the results, no doubt, of recent 
corporate combinations, Messrs. Gould, Inman 
and others have, within the last few months, ob- 
tained control, either by purchase, lease or con- 
cession, of aconsiderable part of the southern 
railway systems, and are now in a position to 
utilize these ina manner never before possible. 
By means of lines of steamers from Savannah and 
Newport News, it is believed that for freight 
transportation these southern roads can offer ad- 
vantages quite equal to those which have hitherto 
been afforded by the great trunk lines. During 
the present year freight from Portland, Ore., 
destined for New York, has, ona number of oc- 
casions, been sent via Savannah. 

But so far as the central western country is con- 
‘cerned, there is reason for thinking that Savannah 
and Newport News possess advantages which can- 
not fail to make of them important centers in thee 
great shipments of freight east and west. It is 
about 1,500 miles from Kansas City to Boston by 
an all- rail route; itis about the same distance 
from Omaha to Boston; but the distance from 
Kansas City to Savannah by rail is not greatly 
over 1,000 miles, and from Omaha to Savannah not 
much over 1,200 miles. As Kansas City is a central 
point of great importance, where the railroad 
systems running both east and west converge, it 
is easy to see that when western freight arrives 
there it is largely a question of price whether, in 
seeking its destination in New York and Boston, 
it will travel by rail in a northeastwardly or a 
southwestwardly direction; or, as to that matter, 
due east. Under like conditions the road that has 
but & thousand-mile haul can afford to offer better 
terms to the shipper than the road that has a fif- 
teen-hundred-mile haul, and on that account the 
advantage would naturally be with the railroad 
systems having their terminals at Newport News 
or Savannah. 

This is exactly what THE CoNnsTITUTION 
has said would come to pass. Some months 
ago we printed interviews with Messrs. 
Gould and Inman, who outlined a move- 
ment of this kind, and at the time we called 
attention to the contour of the south At- 
lantic coast, which brings the Georgia and 
South Carolina ports from 300 to 500 miles 
nearer the western granary than the ports of 
New York and Boston. Nature has given 
us this advantage in transcontinental traffic, 
but heretofore the railroad combinations 
were all against the flow of commerce in 
this direction. Now that great southern 
lines have been built up and freight is free 
to go where it will, low rates are drawing it 
to our ports. 

A similar work is being done for Virginia 
by the Chesapeake and Ohio system, which 
reaches from Newport News to St. Louis and 
Chicago. . About.two months ago President 
Ingalls, of the Chesapeake and Ohio, in a 
lengthy interview, published by The Manu- 
facturers’ ewed the recent prog- 
ress of Virginia 25 the power of 
his great system to build up~<the state. He 
‘also referred to the great shipyards at New- 
port News and called attention to the in- 
crease of the grain shipments passing 
through that port. 

THE CONSTITUTION noted the aggressive 
policy of these great southern lines and pre- 
dicted that it would do wonders for Georgia 
and Virginia. The effect of this policy is 
already beginning to appear, and it -will 
grow with astonishing rapidity. 

In addition to the great stimulus which 
this new movement of commerce will give to 
ae industry of the south Atlantic states, it 
has an important political aspect which is 
ves to be overlooked. 

The Boston Herald closes its editorial with 
the reflection that New England will gain a 
‘benefit from these southern railroad enter- 
Prises They give her additional facilities 
‘at lower cost. Undoubtedly the close com- 
mercial connection of New England with 
the west and the south at this time will not 
fail to have its effect. The west and the

In some mysterious way the impression 
has gained ground that the day of the 
orator is over, and that the writer has taken 
his place. 

This is a big mistake. It is true that 
people are no longer satisfied with empty 
declamation. They want ideas and facts, 
but the speaker who can supply these in a 
pleasing way will never lack hearers. 

Ingesoll, Depew. and Ingalls always 
draw, and they can command their own 
terms when they lecture. They not only 
have something to say that is worth hear- 
ing, but they have the art of saying it at- 
tractively. 

A man can make more reputation by his 
first speech, when it is a first-class one, and 
can profit more by it, than he can by his 
best efforts in other lines. 

Yet this fine art seems to be neglected by 
men who have all the qualifications for its 
mastery. Our preachers, lawyers, com- 
mencement speakers and statesmen, with 
few exceptions, have no fluency, grace or 
vigor. They speak in a dull, lifeless 
fashion, or go to the other extreme. 

There is no reason. why we should not 
have more good speakers. At the present 
time millions of people are so excited over 
the burning issues of the day that they rush 
to hear any man whose gifts and training 
enable him to talk acceptably upon the 
questions that are agitating the public mind. 
If a leader like Phillips, or Douglas, or 
Yancey, or Toombs, or Grady, or Hill, 
should make his appearance—a bold and 
brainy man, fully equipped for his work, 
the masses would rally around him, and, 
through their compact organizations, win a 
victory at the ballot box that would rescue 
the government from the monopolists and 
make it the ideal republic of Jefferson. 

Let no young man among our readers 
take it for granted that the orator lags 
superfluous. He was never more needed 
than now, and the people were never more 
anxious to hear him. 


The Behring | Sea Matter. 

The public is doubtless glad to see a pros- 
pect for the satisfactory termination of the 
long-mooted question of the closure of Beh- 
ring’s sea, and the protection of the seals. 

The matter has occupied the columns of 
the papers so much that it has come to be 
regarded almost as a nuisance. The remote 
possibility of serious trouble over so small an 


affair is all that added spice to the long pro- 


tracted controversy. There is always a cer- 
tain quality about Mr. Blaine's dispatches 
which makes them readable and plausible, 
but a careful reading of the correspondence 
on both sides leaves the impression that if 


the passage of the bill in the English parlia- 


ment for the closure of Behring’s sea during 
the arbitration should come too late to pre- 
vent trouble and destruction of the seals this 
year, the fault will be with our government. 
Mr. Blaine's proposal for a modus vivendi 
met with prompt acceptance of the English 
premier, and the matter would probably have 
been settled several months ago but for the 
fact that a very necessary part of the agree- 
ment, the catching of 7,500 seals to support 
the islanders, was overlooked in the first 
proposal and had to submitted at the last mo- 
ment, when the president was at the other 
end of the continent. Mr. Blaine had 
evidently overlooked it, or else had some 
other provision in his mind for the inhab- 
itants of the Pribyloff islands, and this 
amendment had to be sent by telegraph 
from the president to the secretary of state, 
and by him communicated to the English 
minister, who in turn transmitted it to Lord 
Salisbury. The English premier, somewhat 
taken aback by a new clause, the necessity 
of which could not be fully explained by 


cable, had to communicate with the Cana- 


dian government, which, owing to the illness 


- of Sir John Macdonald, was slow in replying. 


All this trouble and delay would have been 
prevented if the original proposal of the state 
department for a modus vivendi had been 
submitted in a form less crude. It is plainly 
a case where haste made waste. 

In spite of the delay, it is gratifying to see 
the Englishmen disposed to do what is rea- 
sonable. The remarks on both sides of the 
house of commons showed a desire for a 
speedy settlement of the dispute on a basis 
fair to both countries. The bill authorizing 
the queen to keep English vessels out of 
Behring’s sea has been read the second time 
and may be passed soon enough to be applied 
this season, which opens June 30th. Inthe 
meantime the revenue cutters will have more 
than they can do to head off the Canadian 
poachers.

That we heartily endorse the doc-, 
trine of the sermon and the teaching of God’s 
word that it is not permitted a woman to preach 
in mixed assemblies of men and women. 
2. That we respectfully call the attention of the 
committee and societies of the church to this ac- 
tion and ask that they will act 
therewith. 

Colonel B. F. Abbott opposed the resolution 
on the ground that a declaration from the 
church on that subject was unnecessary, and 
was only calculated to foster division. Colonel 
Abbott then gave his own views, which favored 
granting to women the privilege of being al- 
lowed to speak in the church. ) 

J recognize the fact, said he, that I am in 


the minority on this question, if not alone, but 


many good men and women think 
as I do. The instruction in the 
church is largely one of religious 
experience and a saintly good woman, if her 
experience is one that she should bear witness 
to, should be heard, and she has as much 
right to tell it for the ben- 
efit of the cause of Christ as a 
man. I do believe, and I think it is a logical 
conclusion, that Paul, when he says that 
women shall not teach, was applying what he 
said to the church at Corinth in its then tur- 
buient state. Certain it is that Priscilla and 
Aqulla taught Apollus in a house that was 
used as a church, and if Apollus could learn 
from Priscilla, Dr. McCosh, Dr. Broadus and 
any other doctor might learn.“ 

Colonel Abbott said under the com- 
mon law 100 years ago, a woman was 
a mere chattel, and under the laws of Georgia 
forty years ago, all the property of a woman 
went to her husband and he could even will it 
to his own family to the exclusion of his wife 
Said he: 

The tendency of the age is in favor of eman- 
cipating woman, and regarding her as some- 
thing more than a mere chattel. There are 
women fall over the land teaching the script- 
ures, and there are women missionaries in 
every country.

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Cixcrxnati, June 3.—At noon today the 


Heather was warm and fair. Over 4,000 people 

were at Latonia when the racing began. At 

that hour dark, stormy clouds lowered on the 

northwestern horizon. Driven by the hurri- 

cane, they rushed swiftly on, displaying that 

omirious olive-green color, with fleecy fringes 
in front, so peculiar to dangerous storms. 

Suddenly the wind struck the grand stand 
at Latonia, in which were 3,000 people, one 
third of them women. Then came the rain, 
first in streams and afterwards in sheets. The 
horsesheds outside of the race course were 
picked up and strewn clear across the railway 
track, 200 yards away. The iron frame of the 
grand stand shivered and creaked. Blinding 
sheets of water, driven by the forty-mile-an- 
hour hurricane, drenched everybody. 

The rush to the center of the grand stand 
did not heip the matter. The wind toppled 
the upper seats over and rolled them towards 
the front. Then, amid the screams ofavomen, 
a mad rush was made for the broad central 
stairway that leads to the plaza in front of the 
stand. Brave men rushed into the crazy 
crowd and avoided a calamity. The crowd 

vent down safely to shelter under the stand. 

Many women fainted; one woman cleared 
the fence next to the track with a single bound 
and ran across the track in the howling storm ; 
another woman is reported as having thrown 
her baby over the railing onto the grass and 
afterwards to have picked it up uninjured. 
Half an hour later the wet crowd was sitting 
on moist benches watching the race. 

No casualties have been reported. 

THE STORM AT OTHER PLACES.

All Agree that Grover Cleveland Is No 
Longer Seriously Thought of for 
the Presidency. 


New Yoru, June 3,—[Special.]—The hotel 
gossip in the New York newspapers this week 
has contained a large amount of interesting 
political matter, and most of it has been anti- 
Cleveland. The big hotels have been well 
filled with southern and western men, and 
among them have been many prominent poli- 
ticians, A score of democrats of national 
prominence have been here within a week. 
To the interviewer they, one and all, answer, 
„Wo are here on businessonly,” but in most 
cases their subsequent actions prove that it 
is political business. Most of them have 
talked about the future, but discreetly kept 
silent on the present situation. 

A few western men talked pretty freely and 
the substance of their talk was that western 
democrats rather favored a western man for 
president. They all agree that in the west Gro- 
ver Cleveland was no longer seriously thought 
of as the possible nominee of the next conven- 
tion. They are opposed to his silver views 
modified or in their original form, and re ard 
him as the choice of the Wallstreet gold bugs 
and the mugwumps only. They say Cleve- 
land cannot secure the vote of a single 
western state in the convention. They are 
undecided about Hill, but think he would be 
acceptable to the majority of western demo- 
crats in the event a western man cannot secure 
the nomination. 

Senator Colquitt, of Georgia, spent several 
days in the city. He declined to discuss his 
visit to Governor Hill, beyond the statement 
that it was merely a friendly call. It is sig- 
nificant, however, that he did not call on 
Cleveland. They did not meet while the sen- 
ator was here. A friend of the sen- 
ator, who would not consent to the 
use of his name, is authority for the 
statement that Colquitt is now an out-and-out 
Hill man, and that he has broke with Cleve- 
land for ont. Tune Georgia alliance is said to 
have had something to do with the break, but, 
whatever may have been the cause, it is pretty 
certain that the Georgia senator and the ex- 
president are not in accord politically. 


Senator Gorman has been in town this 


week, but he has not been talking politics to 
reporters. It may have been a mere co 
incidence, or it may have been a shrewd 
political design, that a number of southern 
and western democrats who are supposed to 
carry the votes of states and delegations in 
their vest pockets, were here at the same 
time, and incidentally had several friendly 
talks with the Maryiand senator. Some of 
these men were interviewed and the burden of 
their talk was that Gorman was the man for 
the democrats to nominate next year. The 
result of it all has been the budding of a sort 
of hothouse Gorman boom. When the 
summer suns come and the southern and 
western breezes blow warm and 
strong, this bloom may blossom into a flower 
that will not be fragrant tothe dainty olfac- 
tory nerves of Grover Cleveland and David 
Bennett Hill. 


THE FICTION TRUST. 


It Is Rough on Aspiring Authors, But They 
Must Grin and Bear It. 


New York, June 3.—The publishers of fic- 
tion in this city have not exactly formed a 
trust, but they haveasort of mutual under- 
standing that prices must be kept down, and 
the writer of novels who makes a liviug with 
his pen must bea oy seh While the repu- 
tation of an author has much to do with the 
value of the ‘manuscript, the publishers 
have nenes upon an average price for 
certain classes of fiction, and it is far below 
the prices paid a few years ago. A few days 
ago I was marge | with the managing partner 
of a firm that publishes more fiction than any 
other house in America, and he gave me some 
facts about the purchase of manuscript that 
may interest ers as well as writers. 

e said, To keep our various publications 
supplied, we carry in our stock $100,000 worth 
of manuscript, and at the present time we 
have more than the usual amount on hand. 
We bave 


regular contributors who 
write for no one else, but we pay 
them only for what they 
write; we pay no salaries. As an illustration 
of the big decline in the price of fiction, ten 
years we paid a famous American nov- 
elist $10,000 for one story of 60,000 words. A 
few months ago we bought a story of the same 
length from the same author for $750, and the 
last story is just as good as the first. 

Prices have been forced down by the great 
number of foreign novels, the big increase in 
the number of writers and the cheap style in 
which novels are now issued. There are no 
longer any big profitsin the business for any 
one. The — people who can make any money 
writing novels now are the fortunate few who 
can grind them out to order with great rapidity. 
One of the men who writes for us one of our 
best series of stories turns them out at the rate 
of twoa month, and each story contains not 
less aoe 50,000 words. 

For a new writer to get a story read and pos- 
sibly accepted, the best thing to do is to give 
his story a new and striking title. 

Many a story is read and published because 
it had a good name, without which it would 
have gone into the waste basket unopened. 
The profits of novel writing will continue to 
grow smaller, and the only chance for an 
American author to make a fortune is to write 
a truly great American play.“

The city attorney said that the state’s claim 
to property could not be forfeited by time as 
could the claims of individuals, 

A report from the city engineer stated that 
reference to the surveys showed that there was 
no doubt as to the property in dispute being 
included in the depot property, to which the 
state holds deeds. 

Captain Tyler and Mr. Harman were then 
consulted about the nature of the structure 
they intended to erect, and later the city 
officials and railroad men made a visit to the 
depot to better understand the situation.

The representatives of the city thought it 
would be more convenient for the public if 
the north and south corners, fronting Pryor 
street were rounded off, or rather that the 
building be octagon shape at the west end, and 
to satistfy them the deport officials have modi- 
fied their plans.

Highland avenue, along 
which the electric car line now 
runs, will be extended to 
Copenhill its full width. The commissioners 
had decided to throw a bridge across the ra- 
vine. They ind it more advisable to put ina 
stone arch which costs but $1,000 
more, and this was agreed upon yesterday. 

A petition was sent up to have West Peach- 
tree made a uniform width of sixty feet.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, June 3.—The stock market today 
was marked throughout with the usual insignificant 
fluctuations in the general list and immaterial changes 
at the close. Only four stocks attracted any attention 
from the amount of business done in them, and, while 
the general tendency of prices in view of large exports 
of gold announced, was downward, only one shows 
any marked decline at the close. 

Tue closing prices were all slightly lower than those 
of last evening; and while Jersey Central was off 1 
per cent, Louisville and Nashville was down 3-4. The 
early trading? was marked by an unusual vigorous 
pounding of few leading shares and at the lowest figures 
they were down from ; to 16 per cent. Selling, 
however, was seemingly easier than buying, and the 
movement soon came to an end, followed by the same 
dullness and stagnation which has of late become so 
marked a feature in dealings in the middle of the day. 

The prices slowly crept up in the absence of the pres- 
sure to sell, and the early losses were nearly recov- 
ered, except in Louisville and Nashville, which were 
heavy all the way out. The final trading was en- 
livened by a small demonstration against values, but 
like the earlier one, it was shortlived. The market in 
the meantime failed to respond tothe advance in 
Chicago gas, and it finally closed dull and steady, gen- 
erally at small fractions below the opening prices as a 
rule.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, June 3.—Corn was the ruling factor on 
the board of trade today, and business in all of the 
pits was very dull during most of the session. 
was fairly strong during the forenoon with little trade 
passing, then it became strong and weak in sympathy 
with corn. News was mostly bearish, foreign markets 
were lower, first arrivais of new wheat were reported 
in San Francisco and heavy exports of gold continued. 
On the other. hand, Bradstreet reported a large de- 
crease in stocks, the price of bread was said to be ad- 
vancing in Italy and oats lice were reported ravaging 
the wheat fields in some portions of this state, though 
other points indicated an abundant crop. July started 
at 99c, against 98 M e at the close yesterday, ranged be- 
tween 98 %(@99),0 for a long time, then spurted to 99%. 
This spurt, it was said, was due to bidding up of the 
market by operators in corn, who were anxious to 
make a strong spot tounloadon. The rise not only 
induced much selling by New Yorkers, but by local 
speculators as well. When corn began to decline the 
price of July wheat slipped down to 9860. Here it was 
sustained by purchases against puts till the close. 

Receipts of corn were nearly 100 carloads below 


the estimates. The bulls started in to buy and the 


shorts to cover. The result was that July, which 
opened %c up to 56M e, advanced to 57c. The bulls 
then procceded to take their profits, and the price slid 
off to 56c, but closed Me higher. 

Oats were dull and featureless, and foilowing in the 
wake of corn. 

Provisions were dull until near the close, when they 
put on a spurt of activity. Fluctuations, however, 
were extremely narrow, and the close shows a loss of 
2's@:7\4¢c in pork, 5@7\¢c in ribs and 10c in lard com - 
pared with yesterday.

The Woman's Christian Association. 

There are few benevolent institutions which 
have accomplished more good than this associa- 
tion. It was organized more than five years ago, 
and has cared for hundreds of little homeless and 
orphan children, many of whom have been adopted 
into thé homes and hearts of good families. Be- 
sides this branch of work for children, the asso- 
ciation has always opened the doors of the 
“Christian Home” to honest working women 
seeking work, and such have fora time found a 
refuge until honest employment could be obtained. 
This is the only benevolent institution in this city 
where accommodations for this class can be 
obtained. Besides these two branches of charit- 
able work, and in the absence of an 
old ladies’ home, which is very much 
needed in this city, a few old ladies who are not 
fit subjects for the almshouse have been provided 
for by the association. 

A NEW DEPARTMENT 

has been recently opened since the removal to 138 
Whitehall street—a boarding department for seif- 
supporting women and girls, where they can 
obtain board at lower rates than in other board- 
ing houses. This, while not strictly a charitable 
work, is one much needed in every city, and is 
strictly the work of the Womans’ Christian Asso- 
Ciations. All self-supporting women and girls 
receiving, as they usually do, small salaries or 
wages, have but little left after defraying the ex- 
penses of their widowed mothers, younger broth- 
ers and sisters, or their own little ones; who are 
perhaps fatherless, with which to pay board. It 
is for this class that this new department has 
been opened. 

We have in the Christian Home two beautiful 
little girls, sisters, six and eight years of age, 
sweet-tempered, of respectable parentage. They 
are capable of carrying sunshine into the home of 
those who will take thei as young daughters into 
their household. It is the policy of this associa: 
tion to obtain the consent of r mothers who 
are unable vo provide tor their little ones, to have 
them adopted into good iamilies. In this way 
many a little child of poverty and want has been 
folded to good, loving hearts, their little bodies 
clothed, warmed and fed, and placed where their
